The Civil Service Commission 
may alter the recommendation 
before transmitting it to the 
Board of Aldermen, but the al- 
d n must accept or reject 
the commission's recommenda- 
tion in its entirety. The alder- 
men cannot receive the measure 
until they return from their 
summer recess Sept. 6. 

$923,250 For This Lear. 


If this commission adopted 
the compensation adjustment as 
it stands and the aldermen, in 
turn, passed the measure, it 
would mean an additional cost 
to the city for the remaining 
six months of the present fiscal 
year of about $923,250. 


However, the present 858. 
955,888 city budget, which 
the aldermen adopted only 
last Saturday after months 
of searching for addi 
revenue to finance it, makes 
no allowance for any pay in- 
crease. Scearce had warned 
the aldermen he planned te 
recommend such an increase. 


Under the present State Con- 
stitution, the city cannot ap- 
propriate more than its antici- 
ated revenue. Hence, if any 
nerease is voted it must be 
supported by additional reven 
in equal amount. It is estima 
the city will end its fiscal year 
next April with a surplus of 
only $5339.

Scearce began studies of the 
need for revising the compen- 
sation plan last January at the 
request of the Civil Service 
Commission. Wage adjustments 
made by private industry in 
1956 were reviewed and ques- 
tionnaires were addressed to 
166 companies, 21 governmental 
agencies competing in the labor 
market and eight private hos- 
pitals. Municipal pay scales in 
cities of comparable size also 
were studied. 


Finds City far Behind. 


As a result of the survey, 
Scearce said he found last 
March that an additional annual 
expenditure of $4,391,000 would 
be needed to bring city em- 
ployes up to the pay standards 
prevailing in private industry 
and in other cities. 

He advised the commission of 
this fact and the information 
was passed on to the city’s fis- 
cal authorities. Since that time. 
because of the city’s financial 
difficulties, Scearce said, he re- 
vised his recommendation down-

B-58 Hustler Surprisingly Small Needle-

FORT WORTH, Tex.; July 10 
(AP)—The Air Force unveiled 
its first supersonic atomic 
bomber, the Convair B-58 
Hustler, today. 

The plane’s top speed was not 
disclosed, but at Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., a Defense Department of- 
ficer said a jet engine fuel de- 
veloped by the Olin Mathieson 
Chemical Co. would enable the 
B-58 to fly around the world 
without fueling. The new fuel 
is said to increase the range 
of jet planes by up to 50 per 
cent. 

Heretofore seen only in rapid 
flight, the Hustler turned out 
to be a surprisingly small 
needle-nose delta-wing craft 
with four powerful jet engines. |

Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. had asked for a 
new law to deal with a “grave 
emergency in federal law en- 
forcement” which he said had 
resulted from the Supreme 
Court’s decision June 3 in the 
case. The court or- 
dered a new trial for Clinton 
E. Jencks. a New Mexico labor 
union officer convicted in 1950 
of filing a false non-Communist 
affidavit, on the ground that 
Jencks’s attorneys were denied 
access to FBI reports of two un- 
dercover agents who had been 
masquerading as Communists 
and who testified against him. 


The court majority stated 
this general rule: “We hold 
that the criminal action must 
be dismissed when the Govern- 
ment, on the ground of privi- 
lege, elects not to comply with 
an order to produce, for the ac- 
cused's inspection and for ad- 
mission in evidence, relevant 
statements or reports in its pos- 
session of Government witnesses 
touching the subject matter of 
their testimony at the trial.” 

Brownell’s bill contained 
what opponents have called a 
“sleeper” that would have 
knocked out important rules of 
evidence designed to help the 
defendant in a federal case de- 
fend himself adequately. 

The Brownell bill would set 
up a special procedure by 
which reports of any Govern- 
ment witness could first be ex- 
amined by the trial judge and 
then turned over to the defense 
if deemed relevant. 

‘Sleeper’ in First Section. 

The “sleeper” is a first sec- 

tion which rules out all other 
defense inspection of reports 
possessed by the Government, 
“any rule of court or procedure 
to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing.” 
This last phrase, say the op- 
ponents, would prevent a de- 
fense attorney from following 
the long-accepted procedure of 
subpenaing Government-held 
documents it needs in preparing 
its case. Federal rules of crim- 
inal procedure provide for pre- 
trial disclosure of such docu- 
ments, which would be ruled out 
by the Brownell bill.

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Suggestion From a French Visitor 
A visitor from France recently drove an 
automobile across the United States.

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High Cost of an Interim Weapon 

An impressive example of why national de- 
fense costs are so high and of how swift the pace 
is in military weapons can be found in the Snark. 
Although it can be called the world’s first mili- 
tary missile of intercontinental range, the Snark 
really is just a pilotless bomber. 

An Air Force award of a $73,000,000 contract 
for quantity production of the Snark has been 
made. But all indications are that the Snark’s 
life span is going to be a short one. It simply 
is an interim weapon intended to serve until 
the ballistic missiles can be perfected for long 
ranges. And it is expensive, since each Snark 
will cost around $1,000,000. 

The Snark has been undergoing tests for sev- 


clear warhead and has a 5000-mile range, Its 
speed is less than the speed of sound (760 m.p.h. 
at sea level) and it is 74 feet long. It is very far 
from being the menace that an intercontinental 
ballistic missile or an intermediate range ballis- 
tic missile would be. The ICBM and the IRBM, 
with ranges of 5000 and 1500 miles respectively, 
each would travel at more than 10,000 miles an 
hour and would not be subject to any control 
after being fired. 

The ICBM and the IRBM, although a long 
way from the production line, are looked forward 
to as the ultimate weapons. The Snark can be 
shot down by anti-aireraft weapons but there is 
no sure way on the blueprints of countering an 
ICBM or IRBM. Yet until these formidable bal- 
listie weapons arrive, the Snark, even though it 
already is on its way to obsolescence, must serve

they are poor, but this is their 
condition and the way things 
are. It would be better if they 
would accept “reality,” mean- 
ing they should resign them- 
selves to poverty. 

A few direct quotations will 
show that this is hardly an ex- 
aggerated paraphrase. 

“The ordinary people in 
British Guiana have for the 
moment a common outlook in 
that they are dissatisfied with 
their conditions and are anxious 
for swift and sweeping improve- 
ments which they believe “can 
only be achieved when they 
have an increasing say in the 
management of their affairs. 
Only a very small minority have 
any understanding of the eco- 
nomic realities of their country 
or of the difficulties which 
must be overcome before there 
can be any substantial better- 
ment of the general standard of 
living.” This is from page 68 
of the report. 

And on page 25 are a num- 
ber of references to the same 
sort of thing. The report speaks 
of “the natural physical diffi- 
culties of the territory,” and the 
“ynpromising nature of the 
country.” It arges that “a great 
deal requires to be done to edu- 
cate the people as a whole to 
these facts,” though it is added 
that “the gradual improvement 
of economic conditions will also 
help.” 

Role of Sugar Estates. 

Finally on page 20 is an in- 
teresting conclusion about the 
role played in the colony by 
the corporation-owned sugar 
estates — feudal satrapies of 
gome 10,000 acres each, op- 

ted by hirelings from Lon- 
gen. Every outside observer 
including correspondents from 
the most conservative London 
newspapers has been shocked 
by the abject poverty and deg- 
redation of the estate workers. 
Yet the report, after discussing 
the profit sheets of the sugar 
corporations, declared, “We 
therefore see no justification 
for the view so often expressed 
in some quarters that the sugar 
companies are exploiting their 
labor and taking vast sums out 
of the country.” 

It was against the background 
of this report that the “re- 
forms” in British Guiana have 
taken place. So far as the Book- 
ers Group corporate sugar es- 
tates are concerned the “re- 
forms” began with the hiring 
of a most personable young 
public relations man who has 
come out from London. 

Otherwise there are not many 
changes on the sugar estates. 
A few estate workers have been 
encouraged to move out of the 
company slums on the estates 
and have been lent money to 
build their own homes, but this 
project has reached only a 
handful of the workers by the 
most optimistic estimate. 

A good many observers have 
felt that the only way the es- 
tates could be acceptable to 
most people in the last half of 
the Twentieth Century would 
be to change the pattern of 
sugar cane growing altogether 
—to alter the feudal symbol of 
the great houses where the 
white managers live and the 
hovels where the East Indian 
and Negro workers live. Book- 
ers has resisted this suggestion 
by the process of accepting it 
and then doing very little 
about it. 

Firm’s ‘Pilot Scheme.’ 

The sugar corporation has set 
aside a small section on one of 
its estates for what it calls a 
“pilot scheme.” Here 15-acre 
pilots are turned over to indi- 


vidual cane farmers to work

There are many sentences in 
the Moscow indictment of Molo- 
tov which could, with a mere 
change of name, be applied 
verbatim to Ulbricht—such as | 
being deaf to the creative un- 
rest among scientists, writers, 
and intellectuals, sabotaging 
the policy of international re- 
laxation and the contacts with 
non-Communist “progressive” 
parties, taking a violent anti- 
people line, and generally hav- 


ing a “dogmatic and rigid 
approach to Marxism and 
ninism.” 


There is not the slightest 
doubt that in the new inter- 
national setup which the Mos- 
cow changes foreshadow, Ul- 
bricht is an alien body and an 
irritant; and there must now 
be a strong tendency to 
have him and his group re- 
moved and replaced by men 
who are in more genuine sym- 
pathy with the men and ideas 
now in control in Moscow.

Low Blood Pressure

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: Would you please explain 

what low blood pressure is? And the symptoms, if any, 

and what available medication there is to correct it? 
There is an old saying that one’s blood pressure should be 
100 plus one’s age. How true is this? Thank you. Sincerely, 
Mrs. A. 

Answer: It is true that age exerts its effects upon an 
individual's blood pressure; but it is not true that your blood 
pressure should be 100 plus your age. You must remember 
that there are normal variants. Blood pressure “figures” 
are elastic. In other words, a systolic pressure of 110 may be 
as normal for one 40-year-old man as 130 may be for an- 
ether. And Mkewise, a systolic pressure of 90-100 may be 
normal for Mr. Smith and low for Mr. Jones. Your doctor 
can make the decision as to what is normal for you. 

At birth the average blood pressure of the baby is 40 
(varying between 20 and 60). However, it rises quickly and 
at the end of two weeks is about 70. And at the end of a
